Investing in Trees 


“Real estate is meeting very expensive/’ remarks a citizen 
who has a modest amount of capital to invest. 
“But not every­ 
where. 
I have some city land now', and can't afford to buy much 
more. 
But I know where I can buy land cheap, in big chunks— 
beautiful property, with growing crops on it. 
“Forest land. I mean. 
There are millions fo acres of woods 
In this country, and generally speaking, people don’t seem to care 
much about that kind of property 
acre you have to pay for picturesque woodland within easy access 
of many of the big, growing cities. 
Say half an hour to an hour 
a way, over a good road. 
And many of the states have easy tax 
rates on forest land, or none at all, until the timber s marketed. 
“I can afford to buy a hundred acres or two of such property. 
I can have a shack or lodge there if I don’t want to live there. 
I 
can preserve the trees, and encourage new growth, and do some 


original planting. 
v “I can have a lot of fun out there in the woods, and the fam­ 
ily, too, for IO or 15 years, raising trees and birds. 
That will be 
worth the carrying charge. I will have the satisfaction of encour­ 
aging forestation and helping to keep the country beautiful. 
It 
will be a public service as well as a private pleasure. 
“And sooner or later, that timbered land will be valuable. If 
I never cash in on it myself, I will always have the satisfaction of 
knowing that there's a good estate ripening for the children.’’- 


Women and the World Court. 
W ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22. — 
L ast month when the world court re s­ 
olution was laid before the senate as 
unfinished business on the executiv 
calendar, one of the leaders in the sen­ 
ate said that if it had not been for 
the efforts of the women of the na­ 
tion 
this 
resolution 
would not 
be 
w here it is. W hich may he an indict­ 
m ent or a plaudit according to one’s 
viewpoint on the world court. 
W hatever one’s idea may be on the 
subject, the senator’s statem ent is a 
It’s incredible how little per J fu rth er indication of the in terest th at 
women are now taking in national af­ 
fairs. 
It also shows th at this in ter­ 
e st is active and 
is 
wielding influ­ 
ence. 
T he wotnen are not striving to ex­ 
e rt their energies 
in 
a 
haphazard 
fashion. They are well organized and 
do things in a system atic fashion. 
In 
order that they may keep in touch 
w ith federal legislation of interest to 
women they organized in 1920 the wo­ 
men 
joint congressional com m ittee. 
T his is a clearing house for national 
organization which have rep resen ta­ 
tives in W ashington. 
’T here are now 22 m em ber organi­ 
zations and they represent a wide va­ 
riety of in terests and activities, 
as 
may be noted from their nam es, these 
being a few of them : 
American As­ 
sociation 
of 
U niversity 
W omen; 
G irls’ 
Friendly Society in America. 
N ational C onsum ers’ League, N ational 
Council of Jew ish W’omen, N ational 
Federation of 
Business and P rofes­ 
sional W omen’s Clubs, N ational 
Wo 
m an’s ch ristian 
Tem perance Union, 
Service Star Legion, Medical W om ens 
N ational Association, American N urs­ 
es’ association and the N ational As­ 
sociation of Colored W’omen. 
On this com m ittee are banded to ­ 
gether the woman whose m ain in te r­ 
est is her home and the one who is 
engaged in a profession or in busi­ 
ness. The antitheses of religion and 
of race have found a common cause. 
They may not nil be interested in the 
sam e bills before congress, but they 
are all anxious to do all they can to 
prom ote the w elfare of women. 
The 
organizations affiliated with the com­ 
m ittee represent betw een seven and 
ten millions of women. 
How the Committee Works. 
An organization 
joining the com ­ 
m ittee is not com m itted to any pol­ 
icy except th at of cooperation w hen­ 
ever possible. 
The com m ittee as a 
whole does not endorse any legisla­ 
tion.

Sleep 


Observation of students kept awake for 60 hours at George 
Washington university, for scientific purposes, leads to two inter­ 
esting conclusions. 
First, sleeplessness makes it easier to see ghosts. 
After be­ 
ing awake for two days and nights, some of the subjects saw ap­ 
paritions of men and women which, on closer scrutiny, turned out 
usually to be mere posts, shrubs, flowers or other natural objects. 
This suggests that many supposed ghostly visitations are due sim­ 
ply to the same cause as these illusions. 
That is, the brain, over­ 
tired from sleeplessness or work, fails to interpret correctly the 
evidence of the eyes, and fashions into the semblance of a human 
being some object seen which is quite different. 
Second, the kind of sleep is more important than the amount. 
“Sleep has not only length but depth.’’ The deeper it is, the more 
rest and recuperation is obtained in a given time.

Very likely the individual could do this for him­ 
self, by learning to control his own mental operations better, and 
developing a habit of putting himself into a sound sleep at will. 
There are men who can do this easily, and they are often 
men of unusual mental power and achievement. 
Thomas A. Edi­ 
son is a good example. John D. Rockefeller is another. 
Napoleon 
i said to have had the gift. Tom L. Johnson, famous some years 
ago as “the best mayor of the best governed city in America,” 
could drop off to sleep in a moment, in the thick of an arduous 
political campaign, and awake in half an hour ready for the fray 
again. 


Medal For a Dog 


“King,” a collie belonging to George Ruhrwein, of Cincinnati, 
Is a proud dog. Or at least he ought to be. He w ears a decoration 
for valor comparable to those given our soldier heroes in the 
World war. 
“King” saved his young master from drowning, and was 
awarded a medal by the Hamilton County S. P. C. A. 
Evidently recognizing animals’ merit is as important as sav­ 
ing them from cruelty. 
We hope “King” duly appreciates his 
Lonors. 
It is probably worth while, anyway, to pay such honors to 
deserving dogs, as we erect monuments to human benefactors— 
Hot because it does them any good, but because it sets a good Ex­ 
ample to the living men and women.

The la tte r was organized in 1921 
and is an organization of English wo 
m en and the women m em bers of par­ 
liam ent. 
It has practically the sam e 
objects as the American committee. 
An illustration of just how the sub­ 
com m ittee of the joint congressional 
com m ittee function may be shown in 
the work of the women’s world court 
com m ittee. 
This is composed of rep­ 
resentatives of 17 of the member o r­ 
ganizations cf 
the joint committee 
These organizations all endorsed the 
world court w ith the Harding Hughes- 
Coolidge reservations. 
A fter P resident H arding sent his 
m essage to the senate recommending 
adherence to the world coart, the wo­ 
m en’s organizations one after another 


endorsed the proposal, so that in No­ 
vember, 1923, the wom en’s world court 
com m ittee 
was 
organized 
with l l 
m em bers. The first act of the com­ 
m ittee was 
to w alt upon President 
Coolidge and ask him for a favorable 
recom m endation In his m essage 
to 
congress. 
President Coolidge assured 
the delegation th at he w as as much 
interested in world peace as they. 
The late Senator Lodge w as then 
chairm an 
of 
the 
foreign relations 
com m ittee of the senate and the com­ 
m ittee itself included all the Repub­ 
lican irreconcilables. 
C urrent gossip 
had it th at the com m ittee had been 
packed against the court. 
At any rate 
the various resolutions th at had been 
offered on the court never got beyond 
the com m ittee and the proposal was 
very generally considered dead. 


Women Not Discouraged. 
The women’s com m ittee was not to 
be 
discouraged, 
and 
continued to 
work with the senators and to bring 
to th eir attention the sentim ent 
of 
their 
home- folks. 
W om en are en­ 
dowed with a deal of tenacity when 
once they set their m inds or hearts | 
on som ething. 
And this group had < 
pledged them selves to w ork for the I 
passage of this resolution. 
In March, 1924, they sent a letter to J 
every m em ber of the sen ate and house J 
of representatives. 
T his w as signed i 
by the representatives of all the or j 
ganizations who had at th a t tim e en­ 
dorsed the world court. 
This letter 
set forth the necessity for prom pt ac­ 
tion on the m atter. 
It urged entrance 
into the world court as a step toward 
international peace, and quoted those 
portions of the Republican and Dem­ 
ocratic platform s in 1916 which sta­ 
ted in effect th at these parties were 
in favor of the establishm ent of a 
world court or some sim ilar associa­ 
tion. 
L ater the women’s com m ittee asked

joined by th e Foreign 
Policy Association and

At these hearings w ere heard 
representatives of m ore th an 50 na­

organizations, 
including 
not 
only the W omen’s W orld C ourt Com­ 
m ittee but the United S tates Chamber 
of Commerce. American Federation of 
Labor. American Bar A ssociation, and 
various church denom inations. 
President Coolidge 
a t 
about this 
tim e publicly declared him self in fa* 
vor of the H arding H ughes term s, and 
the controversy betw een th e president 
and senate leaders was tak en to the

Grand Duke 
Nicholas, 
the Russian 
Generalissimo during the great war. 
Hitherto the Russian monarchists 
have been torn by dissensions between 
two camps, one In favor of the Grand 
Duke Cyril, and the other in favor of 
Prince Dimitri, but now both groups 
have united and have turned to the 
old duke, and he has accepted the task 
of leading them. 
There are said to be 200,000 of the 
old White armies available, but the 
task of financing them and arming 
them is not easy. 
Nicholas to Lead. 
It will be at the meeting of the 
first Pan-Russian congress in Paris 
this mjonth that the ex-Grand Duke 
Nicholas—who has been living the 
simple life in France—will undertake 
the leadership formally, and initiate 
a policy of action against the red gov­ 
ernment in Moscow. 
Previously this 
has been impossible. 
Until now many factors have af­ 
fected the situation. First there have 
been the rival claims of the Grand 
Duke Cyril, son of the late Tsar's 
uncle, Vladimir. 
and young P rin ce 
Dimitri, the 
dead 
Tsar’s 
favorite 
cousin, elegant, philosophic and 
a 
“von vteur” who now sells champagne 
for a living. 
Personal issues as well as legal 
claims are Involved in the clash of 
these two personalities, 
and on both 
sides the strongest passions have beni 
aroused. 
To date the clash has split 
the organized m onarchists—some 8,- 
000.000 of them. with elected delegates 
meeting biannually, and 
a 
secret 
Council of Three in control. 
So far the Council has just been 
able to hold together the loose mass 
of 
refugees 
scattered 
throughout 
Europe, but It has been completely 
powerless to initiate a policy of ac­ 
tion. 
The rivalries of tho claimants 
have paralyzed the whole group. 
But now the whole situation has al­ 
tered In the most dramatic manner. 
After a bitter subterranean battle be­ 
tween the folowers of the two Grand 
Dukes, the anti Bolshevist forces have 
moved away from both and invited the 
Grand Duke Nicholas to assume the 
leadership on the basis of smashing 
the Red oligarchy and restoring con­ 
stitutional government in Russia. 
Willing to Act. 
No one though Nicholas would ac­ 
cept. He has kept clrfr of all p arties 
and all claimants. 
But to the astou 
ishment of all he has undertaken th: 
job. »"I had hoped that some other 
leader would be found,” he told the 
Council of Three.” but now I am will­ 
ing to carry on." 
This declaration has sent a thrill 
through the refu g ee colonies .of Eu­ 
rope and aroused now hopes and ener­ 
gies. These have been heightened by 
the announcement of the Council that 
they are in touch with 200,000 soldiers 
of the W hite armies of Wrangel and 
Denikin. 
What the Pan Russian Congress will 
do remains to be seen. Nicholas is 
credited with the plan of organizing, 
with the aid of foreign canital and 
armament, a striking 
forced to lead 
against the oligarchy in Moscow. Pre­ 
sumably he is counting on the intev 
national financiers, industrialists and 
agents interested in ousting the Re I 


group from power in Russia for aiding 
in equipping and arming the army cf 
the old regime. 
Undoubtedly promises will be forth­ 
coming in plenty at the Congress. But 
before Nicholas can lead a White Rus­ 
sian Army through the Balkans to ad­ 
vance on Moscow, the Pan-Russians 
will have to find an enormous quantity 
of money, arms and munitions—not 
an easy task—and even then the other 
nations of Europe who are try ing to 
live in peace may have something lo 
say on the matter.

7. N either sigh nor yawn, nor make 
anybody dull or heavy. 
8. In all Innocent games, whatever J 
one proposes, let nil Join. 
9. Knt w hatever Is sweet and sa- i 
Tory, hut drink with moderation, so 
that each may find his legs upon leav­ 
ing the room. 
10. Tell no tales out of school; w hat­ 
ever goes In one ear m ast go out of 
the other before leaving the room.

Venus a Nimble Planet. 


The Venus calendar depends on the 
fact that Venus, holding an orbit Inside 
that of earth, makes 13 revolutions 
around our central orb In about two 
days less than eight years. 
But slnco 
Venus Is viewed from the moving earth 
she seems to make only five revolu­ 
tions, these being the five laps which 
are gained over earth in an uneven 
race. 
To gain a lap the nimble planet 
first swings out through space and 
passes behind the sun, where she Is 
lost to view at the end of the phase as 
morning star. 
Then, to overtake, she 
again swings wide and turns In be­ 
tween the earth and the sun.

Is a brilliant object as evening star go­ 
ing down Into the west soon after sun­ 
set. 
At the finish she Is lost In the 
sunlight at Inferior conjunction only 
to emerge before sunrise as morning 
star. 
After the Invention of a time count 
and a system of hieroglyphic writing 
had given them means to accurately 
record, 
the 
Mayas 
discovered 
the 
double life of Venus as evening and 
morning star, and they carefully plot­ 
ted all her mysterious comings and go­ 
ings. 
They found that Venus disap­ 
peared for eight days between the 
last glimpse of her In the west and 
the first glimpse In the enst. 
This 
was close observation, possible only 
in the short twilight of the tropics. 
They also found that the sumo phases 
of Venus come back in about 581 days 
on the average, so that five Venus 
years are practically equal to eight or­ 
dinary years. 


Took Close Calculation. 


The 
adjustm ents 
made 
by 
the 
Mayas In forming the Venus calendar 
are ail the more rem arkable when It Is 
pointed out that Venus years artuH ly 
vary In length by over eight days. 
while the average length of both Ve­ 
nus and tropical years must be car­ 
ried Into difficult fractions of a day. 
But five times 584 exactly equals eight 
times 305, which Is enough to Insure 
a return to the same position In the 
Mayan month after the completion of 
■Mve formal Venus years. 
When the 
peculiar 
Mayan 
method 
of naming 
days by a perm utation of 13 numbers 
and 20 names, giving a cycle of 200, 
Is brought Into this complex, the Ve­ 
nus calendar become* a time machine 
whose dial covers 104 civil years, or 65 
revolutions of the planet. 
The M ayans were highly logical and 
Ald not use a makeshift Intercalculn- 
tlon in any of their.calenuars. There-

adding or subtracting days, but they 
knew exactly how many days should 
be added or subtracted to reach the 
true places of the planet.

C. and, In a sim ilar 
way, the evidence In regard to the 


Venus calendar calls for an original 
setting where the catendarlcal places 
of Venus coincide with the actual ap­ 
pearances of the planet.

MOHAMMEDANISM 


ff*Second Best City in World” 
to Faithful. 


i Washington.—Medina, Arabia, “aec- 
bnd beat city in the world,” to mil* 
lions of Mohammedans recently fell 
to tho forces of Ibn Baud, ruler of 
tho 
fanatical 
Wahabis 
of 
central 
arabia. The town is the subject of 
the following bulletin from the Wash* 
lngton (D. C.) headquarters of the 
Ifatlonal Geographic society. 
; “Mecca and Medina, the two holy 
(cities of Islam, have been first In 
peace, first In war, and first In the 
religious devotions of Moslems the 
(world over for IS centuries," says the 
bulletin. “The fuel that Mohummedan- 
lam was planted in Mecca, but made 
so growth until transplanted to Me* 
dins, mirrors the physical differences 
between the two towns. While Mecca 
Is set down In a steppe which is al­ 
most a desert, and while Its inhabi­ 
tants, ever since the place has been 
known, have made their livelihood as 
merchants (and caravan raiders), Me­ 
dina Is situated in an oasis and has 
always had strong, agricultural ties. 
Its valuable groves produce 130 va­ 
rieties of dates, some famous through­ 
out the Near Hast. 
Flight “Made” Medina. 
“Although a town had long existed 
on the site of the present Medina It 
was small, and the hegira or flight of 
Mohammed ‘made’ Medina almost as 
truly as the trek of the Mormons made 
Bait Lake City. 
This moving day of 
Mohammed and his little group of 
Meccan followers Is of such Impor­ 
tance to Moslems that It was made 
their yenr one, and on It their calen­ 
dar Is based. This was In OHL’ A. D. of 
the Christian system. 
"From the year one to the year ten 
Mohammed lived In Medina where he 
dictated his revelations to a scribe, 
completing the Koran, the Bible of 
Islam. During these ten years, too, 
be conducted, from the Medina base, 
expeditions of bls militant followers 
against Meccans and other Arabians, 
thus beginning the spread of Moham­ 
medanism by the sword, a practice 
that was to remake tile map of mach 
of the world. 
From Medina, Mecca 
was captured; and because Its Kabah 
had been the object of heathen pil­ 
grimages for uge ? I he city wns made 
the spiritual center of Mohammedan­ 
ism. and the old pagan shrine was ded­ 
icated to Allah. 
"Medina remained the temporal cap­ 
ital aud Mohammed continued to live 
there 
and 
preach 
in 
the 
Medina 
mosque. 
Ile died In the year ten In 
the house of one of his wives adjoin­ 
ing the mosque and was burled be­ 
neath the floor where he died. 
"The mosque Is not an Imposing 
■tructure. Only In Its main gateway 
Ic there any pretense at decoration. 
In the courtyard, beside the grave of 
Mohammed. Is that of Abu Rekr, his 
fatherinlaw and his Immediate suc­ 
cessor as caliph. 
Near-by also is the 
grave of Omar, the second caliph aft­ 
er Mohammed; and nt a little distance 
Is the resting place of Fatima, the 
prophet’s favorite daughter. The bur­ 
ial plot of the three caliphs Is sur­ 
rounded by a high fence of Iron and J 
brass network so closely woven that i 
the streams of pilgrims who file by I 
catch only glim pses of the Interior. J 
Only mosque officials and .great dig- ; 
nltarles ever enter the sacred pre- I 
tincts. 
Non-Moslems Barred. 
"Medina, like Mecca, Is forbidden 
ground to n o n .Moslems, and before the. 
Great war It wns actually less known 
to the outside world than the spiritual 
center of Islam Itself. Capture by the 
British of a detailed Turkish map and 
photographs of the city and the sur­ 
rounding country furnished the first 
authentic Information since the mak­ 
ing of a sketch by Burton 70 years be­ 
fore. 
“Medina preserves Us Inviolability In 
spite of the fact that It Is the terminus 
of a more or less modern railway. 
This, the famous ‘pilgrim railway* 
from Damascus Into the Hedjaz, was 
built by tile Turks between 1000 and 
1908, largely with contributions from 
the faithful. Practical Western diplo­ 
mats. however, saw marked military 
value In the line, and their judgment 
proved to be correct during the Great 
war. Because of the road, Turkey was 
able to hold Medina against the Arab 
rebellion until in IO. 
"Before the war Medina, like Mecca, 
profited greatly from pilgrims from all 
parts of the Moslem world. 
While a 
visit to Mecca was practically com­ 
pulsory, the trip to Medina was volun­ 
tary. but gave additional merit. 
A 
drawing factor Is the assertion by 
Mohammedans that ‘one prayer offered 
in the Mosque of the Prophet is worth 
u thousand elsewhere.* 
“Many thousands of pilgrims from 
northern Syria and Asia Minor, boiled 
l r Mecca, passed through Medina be- 
c: use of the railway, and many more 
clime from Africa because the city is 
especially holy to their sects, 
in ad­ 
dition many of the pilgrims who went 
directly to Mecca made the additional 
pilgrimage to the second holy city, and 
to Medina's profit these were often the 
nitre wealthy travelers. 
Hundreds of 
pilgrims remained In Medina each year 
and its pre-war population was ex­ 
ceedingly cosmopolitan. 
"The war greatly injured Medina. 
The Turkish garrison deported nearly 
three-fourths of (lie population during 
the siege by Arabs, reducing Its num­ 
bers from 40,000 to about 10,000. Many 
bouses were pulled down so that their 
beams might lie used for locomotive 
fuel, and inroads were made Into the 
valuable palm plantations near the 
city for the same purpose.’’

East Liverpool and other sections of the Ohio Valley are cov­ 
ered with a white mantle today as the result of the heavy snow 
that followed the cold wave which swept out of the west. 
Zero 
or near zero weather will grip the east, while walking will be peril­ 
ous except where thoughtful residents have removed snow from 
sidewalks. 
In order to walking as safe as possible, municipal officials 
clean cross walks, but most property owners and tenants of rented 
residences fail to emulate the example to the extent of removing 
Enow from sidewalks in front of their properties. 
According to reports, an ordinance, hidden somewhere in the 
dust-eovered files of councilman^ records, provides a penalty for 
failure of residents to clean walks within 24 hours after a snow 
storm. If this measure were enforced here today, Municipal Judge 
J. C. Hanley would be kept busy from early morning until night. 
Arrests, however, should be unnecessary to drive home the 
importance of cleaning snow from sidewalks. 
It is to the interest 
of the property owner as well as the pedestrian to do so. 
Let’s 
adopt the Golden Rule on this score at least.

Investing in Trees 


“Real estate is getting very expensive,” re m arks a citizen 
who has a modest amount of capital to invest. 
“ But not every­ 
where. 
I have some city land now, and can t afford to buy much 
more. 
Hut I know where I can buy land cheap, in big chunks— 
beautiful property, with growing crops on it. 
“Forest land, I mean. 
There are millions fo acres of woods 
In this country, and generally speaking, people don’t seem to care 
much about that kind of property. 
It’s incredible how little per 
acre you have to pay for picturesque woodland within easy access 
of many of the big, growing cities.

Sleep 


Observation of students kept awake for 60 hours at George 
Washington university, for scientific purposes, leads to two inter­ 
esting conclusions. 
First, sleeplessness makes it easier to see ghosts. 
Alter be­ 
ing awake for two days and nights, some of the subjects saw ap­ 
paritions of men and women which, on closer scrutiny, turned out 
usually to be mere posts, shrubs, flowers or other natural objects. 
This suggests that many supposed ghostly visitations are due sim­ 
ply to the same cause as these illusions. 
That is, the brain, over­ 
tired from sleeplessness or work, fails to interpret correctly the 
evidence of the eyes, and fashions into the semblance of a human 
being some object seen which is quite different. 
Second, the kind of sleep is more important than the amount. 
“Sleep has not only length but depth.’’ The deeper it is, the more 
rest and recuperation is obtained in a given time. 
The first two 
hours of sleep are much deeper than the last two, and therefore 
br fir* 
more important. 
The observers conclude that “it might be possible to make 
the sleeping mechanism work faster,” getting along with fewer 
hours of sleep. 
Very likely the individual could do this for him­ 
self, by learning to control his own mental operations better, and 
developing a habit of putting himself into a sound sleep at will. 
There are men who can do this easily, and they are often 
men of unusual mental power and achievement. 
Thomas A. Edi­ 
son is a good example. John D. Rockefeller is another. 
Napoleon 
i said to have had the gift. 
Tom L. Johnson, famous some years 
ago as “the best mayor of the best governed city in America,” 
could drop off to sleep in a moment, in the thick of an arduous 
political campaign, and awake in half an hour ready for the fray 
again. 


M edal For a Dog 


“King,” a collie belonging to George Ruhrwein, of Cincinnati, 
Is a proud dog. Or at least he ought to be. He wears a decoration 
Tor valor comparable to those given our soldier heroes in the 
World war. 
“King” saved his young master from drowning, and was 
awarded a medal by the Hamilton County S. P. C. A. 
Evidently recognizing animals’ merit is as important as sav­ 
ing them from cruelty. 
We hope “King” duly appreciates his 
honors. 
It is probably worth while, anyway, to pay such honors to 
deserving dogs, as we erect monuments to human benefactors— 
Hot because it does them any good, but because it sets a good Ex­ 
ample to the living men and women.

These organizations all endorsed the 
world court w ith the H a rd in g -Hughes- 
Coolldge reservations. 
After P re sid e n t H arding «(nt his 
m essage to the se n a te recom m ending 
adherence to the world court, the wo­ 
m en ’s organizations one afte r another 


en d o rsed th e proposal, so that in No­ 
vem ber, 1923, the w o m en ’s world court 
c o m m ittee 
w as

T he first a c t of the com 
m ittee w as 
to w ait upon President 
Coolidge and ask him for a favorable 
re co m m en d atio n in his m essage 
to 
congress. 
P resid en t Coolidge assured 
the delegation th at he w as as m uch 
in te rested In world peace as they. 
T h e late S e n a to r L odge w as then 
ch airm an 
of 
the 
foreign relations 
c o m m itte e of the s e n a te and the com ­ 
m ittee itself included all the R epub­ 
lican irreconeilables. 
C u rre n t gossip 
had if th a t the c o m m ittee had been 
pac keel ag ain st the court. 
At any rate 
the various resolutions th a t had been 
offered on the court n e v e r got beyond 
the co m m itte e and the proposal w as 
very g enerally considered dead.

Venus is viewed from the moving earth 
she seems to make only five revolu­ 
tions, these being the five laps which 
are gained over earth In an uneven 
ru- e. 
To gain a lap the nimble planet 
first swings out through space and 
passes behind the sun, where she Is 
lost to view at the end of the phase as 
morning star. 
Then, to overtake, she 
again swings wide and turns In be­ 
tween the earth and the sun.

proaching the end of her race, Venus 
Is a brilliant object as evening star go­ 
ing down Into the west soon after sun- I 
set. 
At the finish she Is lost In the 1 
sunlight at inferior conjunction only 
to emerge before sunrise as morning 
si ar. 
After the Invention of a time count 
and a system of hieroglyphic writing 
had given them means to accurately 
record,

double life of Venus as evening and 
morning star, and they carefully plot­ 
ted all her mysterious comings and go­ 
ings. 
They found that Venus disap- j 
poured for eight days between Hie 
last glimpse of her In the west and 
the first glimpse In Hie east.

MOHAMMEDANISM 


"Second Be»t City in World” 
to Faithful. 


W allin gton .— Medina, Arabia, "sec- 
and boat city In the world," to m il­ 
to n * of Molmmmedana recently fell 
lo the forces of Ibn Baud, ruler of 
the 
fanatical 
W ahabis 
of 
central 
Arabia. 
The town la the subject of 
th e follow ing bulletin from the W ash­ 
ington 
(D. C.) headquarters of the 
M otional Geographic aoclety. 
"Mecca and Medina, the two holy 
britten of Islam, have 
been first la 
pence, drat In war, and drat In the 
religious devotions of 
Moslems the 
world over for I .‘I centuries," says the 
I 
bulletin. "The fuel that Mohammedan* [ 
lam w as planted In Mecca, but made I 
no growth until transplanted to Me- | 
din*, mirrors the physical differences j 
betw een the two towns. 
W hile Mecca 
Is set down In a steppe which is al- t 
roost a desert, and while Its Inhabl- j 
flints, ever since the place has been 
known, have made their livelihood as 
m erchants (and carav an raiders), Me­ 
dina Is situated in un oasis and bas , 
alw ays had strong, agricultural ties. J 
Its valuable groves produce ISO va- I 
fiftie s of dates, some famous through- , 
out the Near H a il 
Flight "Made" Medina. 
"Although a town had long existed . 
on the site of the present Medina It j 
w as sm all, and the heglru or Hight of j 
Mohammed ‘mail**’ Medina n I most as j 
truly as the trek of (he Mormons made 
Salt Lake City. 
T his moving day of j 
Mohammed 
and 
his little group of 
M eccan followers Is of such Impor­ 
tance to Moslems that It was made 
their year one, and on It their m ien- 
dar Is based. 
This w as in 622 A. D. of 
UM* C bristle!! system . 
"From the yeur one to the year ten 
Mohammed lived in Medina where he 
dictated his revelations to a scribe, 
com pleting the Koran, the Bible of 
Islam . 
During these ten years, too, 
lie conducted, from the Medina base, 
expeditions of bls m ilitant followers 
against Meccans and other Arabians, 
thus beginning the spread of Moham­ 
m edanism by the sword, a practice 
that w as to remake the map of much 
of the world. 
From Medina, Mecca 
w as captured; and because Its Kabob 
had been the object of heathen pil­ 
grim ages for age* (he city was made 
the spiritual center of Mohammedan­ 
ism . and the old pagan shrine was ded­ 
icated to Allah. 
"Medina remained the temporal cap­ 
ital and Mohammed continued to live 
there 
and 
preach 
In 
the 
Medina 
mosque. 
Ile died In the year ten In 
the house of one of his w ives adjoin­ 
ing the mosque and w as hurled be­ 
neath the floor where he died. 
"The mosque Is not an Imposing 
structure. 
Only In Its main gateway 
la there any pretense at decoration. 
In the courtyard, beside the grave of 
Mohammed. Is that of Abu Bekr, his 
fgther-ln-law and bls Immediate suc­ 
cessor as caliph. 
Near-by also Is the 
grave of Omar, the second caliph aft­ 
er Mohammed; and at a little distance 
Is the resting place of Fatima, the 
prophet’s favorite daughter. 
The bur­ 
ial plot of the three caliphs Is sur­ 
rounded by a high fence of Iron and 
brass network so closely woven that 
the stream s of pilgrim s who file by 
catch only glimpses of the interior. 
Only mosque officials and .great dig­ 
nitaries ever enter Hie sacred pre­ 
cincts. 
Non-Moslems Barred. 
"Medina, like Mecca, Is forbidden 
ground to non-Moslems, and before the. 
Great war It was actually less known 
to the outside world than the spiritual 
center of Islam Itself. 
Capture by the 
British of a detailed Turkish map and 
photographs of the city and the sur­ 
rounding country furnished the first 
authentic Information since tho mak­ 
ing of h sketch by Burton 70 years be­ 
fore. 
"Medina preserves Its Inviolability In 
sp ite of the fact that It Is the terminus 
p f a more or less m odem railway. 
This, 
tile 
famous 
‘pilgrim 
railway’ 
from Damascus Into the B ed J as, was 
built by the Turks between 1000 and 
1008, largely with contributions from 
tho faithful. 
Practical W estern diplo­ 
m ats, however, saw marked military 
value In the line, and their Judgment 
proved to be correct during the Great 
war. 
Because of the road. Turkey was 
able to hold Medina against the Arab 
rebellion until 1019. 
“ B efore the war Medina, like Mecca 
profited greatly from pilgrims from all 
parts of the Moslem world. 
While a 
v isit to Mecca was practically com­ 
pulsory. the trip to Medina was volun­ 
tary. hut gave additional merit. 
A 
drawing factor Is the assertion by 
Molmmmednns that ‘one prayer offered 
lit the Mosque of the Prophet Is worth 
a thousand elsewhere.’ 
"Many thousands of pilgrim s from 
northern Syria and Asia Minor, boigid 
t -r Mecca, passed through Medina be- 
■ 
o f the railway, and many more 
clim e from Africa because the city Is 
especially holy to their sects. 
In ad­ 
dition many of the pilgrims who went ; 
directly to Mecca trade the additional 
pilgrim age to the second holy city. and 
to Medina's profit these were often the 
nu re wealthy travelers. 
Hundreds of 
pilgrim s remained In Medina each year j 
and Its pre war population was ex- ■ 
reedlngly cosmopolitan. 
"The war greatly Injured Medina : 
The Turkish garrison deported nearly 
th ree fourths of the population during I 
the siege by Arabs, reducing Its nutn- I 
hers from 4 0 ,(voo to about lO.oon. Many , 
bouses were pulled down so that their 
beam s might he used for locom otive 
fuel. and Inroads were made Into the 
valuable palm plantations near the 
city for the sam e purpose "
